In connection with the encaptioned matter, there is set out 
below a complete list of the alien enemies apprehended by the Juneau 
Field Division and the United States Army authorities in the Territory 
of Alaska since the outbreak of war on December 7, 1942. These names 
were obtained through a review of the Juneau files and from information 
furnished by Lieutenant Colonel H. A. MURPHY, Provost Marshal, Alaska 
Defense Command. This information is being set out in two sections, the 
1 first section covering those enemy aliens apprehended by the Juneau Office 
prior to the time that the apprehension and detention of enemy aliens was 
taken over by the United States Army. All hearings given to these persons 
I were before Army Civilian Hearing Boards, inasmuch as the Army assumed
